John Condon was at Harlem yesterday look- 
ing as well as at any time for years. He was 
pleasea with the racing outlook and talked 
tjheerily with the presiding judge for an hour. 
The day was such as only Chicago can furnish, 
and the crowd was up to the average. The card 
was a good one and everything passed o£f pleas- 
antly. The sensation of the day was the defeat 
of Mary Black, who ran badly. It is thought 
her marvelous race of Monday (113 pounds up) 
may have staled her. May W.’s win was an 
astonishing one considering her long “let up.’’ 
Enchanter was heavily played by “Kid ’ Weller 
and his party, and came mighty near delivering 
the goods. The track was in splendid condition. 

To a perfect start— a remarkable occurrence 
considerin< the size of thefield — Willie Howard 
showed in front for the first race, but at once, 
dropped back and never worse than fourth fin- 
ished sixth. The lead was taken by Arthur 
McKoight and be led to the last sixteenth from 
Mazie V and Lucille Bramble (she finished 
^l^fth), and having them beaten, looked all over 
a winner when on the rail came through Red 
Pirate and quickly passed on, only to be driven 
out by Shinfane, who, getting off near the rear, 
ran an excellent race. Arthur McKnigbt, close 
up, finished third and the next three (Mazie V 
fourth) were well toward the goal. 

The second race was a good betting one, 
Oleska being made the favorite at 2i to 1 on the 
strength of a fine performance in good company 
at her previous start in Chicago. Streamer, J. 
M. Murphy’s Topgallant colt, was heavily 
backed at the post, the 4 to I posted on some 
slates being not for sale. Streamer was away 
absolutely last, although moving, and Mona- 
dour, Pat Dunne’s colt, fared little better. 
Falomacita ran right off from the others (barr- 
ing two it was a good start), but was collared 
by Antiquary at the last eighth. Iris had been 
third and Harry Nutter fourth nearly all the 
way. Now Falomacita stopped a trifle and 
Antiquary got home in front, being brought to 
the whip by Harry Nutter. Falomacita, third, 
was just ahead of Iris and the back bunch was 
led by Revanna, who for the first time lately 
hereabouts aired the colors of Frank Phillips. 

The jockeys were called to the stand as the 
horses went to the post for the one mile and 
seventy yards and Colonel Clark was reported 
to have had the following conversation with 
J. Reitf, who rode Don Quixote: “Did you 
ever ride this horse before?” “No, sir,” from 
the boy. . “Then go on and do the best you can. 
Pay no attention to any orders you may have 
and ride the race to suit yourself.” The 
betting had been heavy, Dr. Sheppard being 
particularly well supported. To a perfect 
start Storm King was in front rounding into 
the backstretch, Fervor and Dr. Sheppard 
“right there,” Charley Christy fouith and Don 
Quixote fifth. The latter worked himself along 
so that at the middle of the upper turn, where 
Storm King laid just in front of the trio behind 
Don Quixote was as good as the next and was 
running alongside Fervor and Dr. Sheppard. 
^Ch arley Christy was beaten but The Devil.laid 
of it at the half, an extraordinary distance for 
so Iree running a horse, was coming up rapidly. 
Turning for home Storm King slightly increased 
his lead ; Dr. Sheppard not yet sent to a ride 
being second. Here Fervor died so quickly that 
at the finish ho was beaten one hundred yards. 
Storm King was hustled along by Dr. Sheppard 
nearing the betting ring, but now on the rail 
came Don Quixote who had been shot into the 
most favorable position at the entry to the 
straight, and finishing strongly ho ran hi mo an 
easy winner. The Devil joined company with 
Storm King and Dr. Sheppard close in and the 



A straggling start found Judge Tarvin oft' 
with a bulge and two open lengths to the good, 
while L. Pillott Jr. was “absolutely.” Pearl 
Barnes got to and passed the leader in the first 
quarter and Genna coming up, the trio struck 
the home stretch many lengths ahead of the 
others. Pearl Barnes soon bad enough and the 
favorite passed the three-sixteenths post four 
lengths better than Genna, who made a shoot 
to the outside at the turn. Straightening up, 
however, she was head and head with Judge 
Tarvin a furlong out, but Everett, riding with 
surprisingly good judgment sat still, waiting 
for Genna to die, which she did, and was beaten 
easily in a close finish. Oneita ran third, many 
lengths away, and Goal Runner bringing up the 
rear was opposite the betting ring. 

Now came the speed race of the day, Mary 
Black being engaged. It was the first appearance 
here this year of May W., a filly much talked of 
in her two and three-year-old form, and as to 
which last spring many conflicting rumors 
circulated. She was not even second choice in 
the betting, Eugenia Wickes holding such 
honor. The scratching of Timemaker deprived 
the contest of considerable interest, many 
fancying him about due. May W. won 
the race by an eyelash from Enchanter, 
Belle of Memphis being close up. The latter 
ran by far the best race, as she was practically 
left at the post. The “crabs,” Ironical and 
Lady Fairmount, against each of which 500 to 
1 was laid, were beaten in the first ten strides. 
Enchanter delayed the start by refusing to join 
his horses, and at the breakaways Mary 
Black ran the farthest. Enchanter broke 
once and then he, with Belie of Mem- 
phis and Mary Black, covered a six- 
teenth. When the flag went down Enchanter 
led, Mary Black second. May W. third. They 
ran so in close order to the home stretch, Eu- 
genia Wickes fourth. Belle of Memphis, having 
gained much ground, being within striking dis- 
tance. Mary Black stopped soon after turning 
for home, as did Eugenia Wickes, and they fin- 
ished together several lengths worse than Belle 
of Memphis. Enchanter led until the last few 
strides, as Rutter, on May W., waited patiently 
for the final rush. Beauchamp, on the other, 
was working for dear life. Just at the right 
moment Rutter swung his whip, and when it hit 
tLe filly (said to be a roarer) she responded and 
won in the most exciting finish of the season. 

Baratarla w'on the last race coming from the 
ruck at the head of the home stretch— where 
the leaders, swinging very wide, gave Gray his 
chance to get through— and winning in a big 
galiop from Don Orsino. Greyhurst was thiid 
after making the running all the way with 
Berena and Organ Pilot. Uarda finished close 
up lo the third horse. Idle Hour showed some 
speed up the back stretch. Connie Lee was 
last away from the post and Judge Steadman 
had no chance. 

Eugene Carter, the billiardist, who is to per- 
form in Chicago this season, arrived in town 
yesterday. His experience abroad with the 
horses is best told by himself. “Yes, I saw ’em 
run. They had me in what they call the ‘Bird- 
cage’ at Newmarket and I wish they’d kept me 
there. For ‘abroad’ (as they say) is of all 
places the spot to get the ‘con’ talk that will 
separate a man from his money. In this coun- 
try I used to go light on the horses, but in 
England and France they got me to plunge. 
There they tell you of how this or that horse 
is bred away back from the days of Queen 
Anne, and who could help betting on such a 
pedigree. It was in those days, so I heard, 
that they mixed up some Spanish blood with 
their stock. I guess I lost my coin
